THE ACCIDENT IN DETAIL. 


By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
H a rtfo rd , Conn., Feb. 18.—The shock 
of a tremendous explosion awoke the resi­ 
dents for blocks around the corner of High 
and Allyn-streets, at about 5 o’clock, this 
moruing. On that corner stood the Park 
Central Hotel, a five-story brick structure, 
about 80 feet front and 100 feet deep. The 
first to arrive on the scene found this build­ 
ing a heap of ruins, from which issued 
smoke and steain in dense clouds and the 
spectators were appalled b7 the shrieks 
and groans of many human beings who were 
imprisoned in the mass of timber and mason­ 
ry from which flames] were already burst­ 
ing. 
A GENERAL ALARM SOUNDED 
A geueral alarm summoned the entire Fire 
Department and au immense crowd attracted 
by the explosion and lire alarm, soon packed 
the streets. The flames prevented any at­ 
tempt at rescuing any one,and the ruins were 
flooded with water before any work couid be 
prosecuted. 
TAKEN FROM TUE RUINS. 
A few dead or dying persons were taken 
from the edge of tiie debris, however, within 
an hour after the explosion. The force of 
the explosion threw a bed with a sleeping 
woman upon it far into the street, while one 
of the heavy doors landed a block away. By 
9 A. m. the flames were sa far subdued that 
the rescuers wore enabled to get at some of 
tiie victims. Some were pinned beneath 
heavy timbers upon which rested masses of 
masonry, rendering the work of rescue ex­ 
tremely hazardous. 
rKRIIAPS 20 ESCAPED, 
A report that members of the “Iloodman 
Blind” Theatrical Company were in the ru­ 
ined hotel was found to be incorrect. E. P. 
Munroe. the Business Manager, says some of 
the company applied to the hotel last night 
for accommodations, but could not get them 
and went to another hotel. The fact that 
they were refused accommodation does not 
indicate that the hotel was crowded, but sim­ 
ply because that they, desiring rooms for two 
or three days, could not be furnished on nc-

The 
house liad accommodations for about 100 
guests, was a favorite over-Sunday stopping 
place for commercial travellers. Au intend­ 
ing guest who applied for a room late Satur­ 
day evening wa9 informed that they were 
full, so it seems probable that at least 80 per­ 
sous were iu the house at the time of ¿be ex­ 
plosion, of which perhaps 20escaped. These 
were mostly employes who occupied a wing 
of the hotel which has not yet fallen. 
THE HOTEL DESCRIBED. 
The hotel was built about 15 years ago and 
cost, with furniture, $120,000. The soil was 
soft, and although the buildiug was carefully 
built, it soon settled badly. About fi ve years 
ago Air. Ketchum took the lease aud reno­ 
vated and refurnished the house. The insur­ 
ance is $38,000. 
SENT TO THE HOSPITAL. 
Among those known to be burled iii the 
ruins are the Rev. Dr. L. Perrin aud wife, of 
New-Britou, Andrew T. Whiten, Secretary 
of the Hartford Life Insurance Company, 
and wife, and Wellington Ivetchum. pro­ 
prietor of the hotel, his wife and son. About 
six persons have been sent to the hospital. 
Owing to the destruction of the register of 
the hotel the names of many guests cannot 
be ascertained. 
DID THE BOILER EXPLODE ? 
The catastrophe is generally supposed lo

At 10 a. m . a military call was sounded on 
the fire bell, calling out the military com­ 
panies to assist in preserving order and assist 
in the work of rescue. 
SOME OF THE VICTIMS IN THE RUINS. 
Among those buried in the ruins arc Max 
Goloudy, editor of Hartfordcr Herald,George 
J. Engler, drug clerk, and Harry Perry, 
night clerk of hotel. It is understood now 
that the bodies of Mr. Bronson, wife and 
child have not been recovered.

Thus far most of the bodies recovered have 
come from the tier of sleeping roou-.s on the 
south side. 
The persons rescued alive 
are naturally in a very exhausted con­ 
dition and the physicians refuse to allow 
them to bo interviewed. They were all 
asleep when the disaster occurred' and know 
nothing except the horrors of their imprison­ 
ment and miraculous escape. Workmen arc 
arranging electric lights, so that the work of 
rescue may continue tonight. 
The tires 
which have been raging under the wreck and 
causing a blinding smoke are now well under 
control. J. M. Allen, President of the Steam 
Boiler Insurance Company, and an expert 
on boiler explosions, will not accept 
the explosion theory 
until there 
is 
more definite evidence, Which cannot be had 
until the boiler is reached. 
SOME SURMISES. 
If the disaster was caused by the boiler, it 
was probably brought about by the night en­ 
gineer going away about midnight, drunk, 
leaving

The 
engineer 
probably 
turned on the water when he came back and 
caused the explosion. He is dead, how­ 
ever, and nothing can lie learned from him.

H a rtfo rd , Conn,, Feb. 18.—The main 
portion of the Park Central Hotel, facing on 
High and Allen-streets, fell down this morn­ 
ing, a few moments before 5 o’clock, burying 
in the debris at least 60 people. The cause of 
the accident is not at proseul known, hut it is 
supposed to have resulted from the explosion 
of the boiler in the basement, and from the 
havoc created in adjoining buildings, the ex- 
plosion theory seems the most probable. Every 
window in the Earl House, right across 
Allen-strcet, was broken und tho walls were 
smashed in many places. The noiso of the 
fall aroused the whole City and in a very few 
minutes a large crowd surrounded the scene. 
It was a sight of horror and one that will 
never be forgotten by the spectators, 
SHRIEKS OF THE WOUNDED AND DYING. 
Flames completely enveloped the ruins and 
the shrieks of the wounded and dying rose 
high above tho hoarse notes of the firemen 
aud police who had been summoned. 
TIIE RUINS TOOK FIRE. 
The ruins *0ok fire and the work of the 
firemen was greatly impeded by dense 
volumes of smoke and steam. The loss of 
life is estimated at from 50 to 70. 
SCENES AT TÍIE RUINS. 
The scenes about the ruins are horrible. In 
the center of ihc spot where (he building had 
stood were a man, his wife and little girl. 
No help could get to them and they finally

County, writes to the Christian Intelligencer 
in reference to the libels on Ulster County, 
recently printed in the Churchman, from the 
pen of one Ransford, an Episcopal clergy­ 
man, who has outlived his usefulness. 
After 
reviewing Ransford’s career at High Falls and 
viciuity and making a general denial of Rans- 
foru’s charges, the correspondent goes on to 
say; 
In noticing tlie general and outrageous as­ 
persion hurled at the cement-workersat large, 
we charge it to be a wanton invention of dis­ 
appointed jealousy. 
As one surrounded by 
their frugal and happy homes, recognizing 
and appreciating them 
as neighlxus and 
friends, active in aiding and encouraging 
thorn in their honest rugged toil, we shall not 
be backward to defend them alike from op­ 
pression by opulent proprietors, or the abuse 
and vilification of mendacious defamers, 
priestly or otherwise. 
The fact is that all churches having the 
name of living here in our community are 
largely made up of and generously sustained 
by the cement workers. True “The Church” 
during the ministration of the correspondent, 
did not have large accessions, or in fact any 
accessions from this class. 
They are largely 
allied to the Roman Catholic denomination, 
although a considerable percentage are in 
strict communion with Protestant churches iu 
our County. 
There is a considerable saloon 
element pervading their ranks, yet the pro­ 
portion of such is no greater than is to be 
found in any body of men of the same size 
and promiscuous make-up. 
They are large­ 
ly from over the sea,but nevertheless have lie- 
come or are becoming domesticated, and the 
great engine at work in bringing about hom­ 
ogeneous citizenship is the Church at large. 
God and the Church may be relied upon to 
bring tlie rough element of our community to 
the ievel of u pure life and an enlightened 
autonomy. 
The obvious secret of tlie wailing missive 
being to inspire the Bishop with a motive to 
send mission workers into the benighted field, 
including the Delaware and Hudson Canal, 
we would unite our voice and influence to 
promote the founding of at least a colporteur- 
ship expressly for the tow-path, with our re­ 
tired friend as the chief missioner. lie should 
be provided with a special outfit of reading 
matter, including, for instance, a full edition 
of an essay by Bob Ingersoll ou the* future 
destiny of the mule and other “ canallar«; ’’ 
a triple issue of tlie late essay published in 
The 
Churchman, entitled, “ The Cement 
Workers and Canallars of Ulster County, N. 
Y .,” with two life insurance policies. 
Thus 
fully 
equipped, we doubt not our friend 
would be tlie one to run tbe experiment 
for all it is worth. 
Results would be, we 
think, prompt and decisive. 
An inquest,and 
a pair of matured life policies Would be a re­ 
sult to be looked for, and yet perhaps not. 
But tlie class of heathen tlie article makes of 
them would seem calculated lor almost any 
extremity of savagery. 
We here know but 
little of tow-path morals except as tlie wither­ 
ing curse or more refined notes of the aecor- 
lieon come borne on tlie occasional wings of 
the wind, or as a plundered clothes-line gives 
notice of their having been around. 
As to 
the vices of the tow-path we are but little in­ 
formed, but doubt not they exist. 
But of 
their habitudes of wife bartering, and oilier 
feats of carnal appetence,of which the modest 
clerical with such definiteness and minute­ 
ness of detail informs The Churchman's read­ 
ers. we were wholly uninformed. 
The last point deserving our special atten­ 
tion is the malign attack made upon one of 
the most dignified, enterprising.and certainly 
the most numerous denominations iu the Coun­ 
ty. 
The writer feels the awkward show he 
must necessarily make wielding the foils 
ainst, to him, a seemingly wanton assault 
upon a church organization; and yet the 
ministerial arm will hardly be found wielding 
the sword or pen against an assailant of us 
invidious and skulking an order as the one 
question. 
But an offended laity may 
rightly seek to repel the outrage offered, ar.d 
in their behalf we srepel and resent the at­ 
tempted belittling of the credit, influence, and 
ind standing of their church, their sect, their 
faith. 
And first the reckless charge that “ the 
Dutch Reformed denomination has never been 
missionary body, ” is so opposed to the 
trutlx that we do not. hesitate to denounce it 
as a monstrous falsehood. 
It may be tlml 
the maligner did not fully realize what true 
missionary work is. 
Perhaps lie had in his 
mind a species of proselyting by means of the 
most despicable and insidious poaching on 
the domain of sister churches, even a resort 
to enticing infants and irresponsible persons 
into their church and Sunday school circles, 
and away from their own proper folds. 
If 
corrupt schemes to draw off from other 
churches by gifts a ul allurements, or even 
by bounding, be intended, then we agree 
with him that tiie Reformed Dutch Church, 
in its day and generation, or its successor,the 
Reformed Church of the present, never was 
and is.not now a missionary church. 
But if 
by almost unparalleled effort to surround the 
neighborhoods of its respective churches with 
the influences of Gospel truth, by a supply of 
its pulpits with the most learned and devoted­ 
ly pious preachers of the Word, by Sabbatli- 
schools and prayer meetings, and in addition, 
by spending large sums of money to found, 
establish, and maintain foreign and domestic 
missions, Bible societies, colporteursbips, and 
other wisejy planned aud executed devices to 
spread the Gospel arid proyhle for the relig­ 
ious education of the people, bé legitímalo 
missionary work, then truly, she is. and al­ 
ways has been a truly missionary church. 
The libelous assertion that she has tried to 
assert a despotic sway over her members is 
so utterly untrue that “ Dutchmen ” scarcely 
comprehend the statement; and wonder at 
themselves iu not exercising it in guarding 
their folds against the depredations of prowL 
ing poachers, and regret that though not ex­ 
ercising despotic control, they have permitt­ 
ed not only “ nominal adherents," but tender 
lambs of the flock to be drawn away by 
means and appliances that would set wily 
partisans of the political confederations of 
the day to blush with envy. 
She stands in this County the mistress of 
the situation, with pulpits filled with men, in 
education.high moral character, unblemished 
repute, eloquence and pastoral dignity, char­ 
ity and devotion, >he equals of those of any 
Church. 
She in some respects has seen duty 
through a different class from some others. 
She lms liad a bloodright habit of minding 
her own business; but by it she has enlatged 
and grown Dot unwieldy but numerous. She 
has ever been both charitable and courteous, 
willing to live aud let live, self-possessed yet 
paugnanimous, w ith a band of fellowship ever 
extended, tn|C}1tnt. modest, yet at the same 
time firm, circumspect, arduous, taking her 
part aud, with grace sustaining the saiqe, in 
winning the world for Christ. 
With her 
sister virgins, the Methodjsis, the Presbyter­ 
ians, the Baptists, Episcopalians and all ulhcr 
Christian bands of the elect she stands hand 
in hand, waiting the cry, “Behold, the Bride­ 
groom cometh.” 
With those who know her 
she needs no defence.

A DECISION IN SURROGATE’S COURT, 


W idth Is of In terest to Lawy ers, Ex ecutors 
of W ills and Church Bodies. 
The Surrogate of Ulster County has made 
a decision with regard to the application of 
the statute imposing a lax of 5 per cent, for 
the b enetit of the estate upon collateral in* 
heritance. 
Peter I). Auchmoody , a wealthy 
resident of the to.vn of Esopus, b y his will, 
which was adm itted to prohate on May 24. 
1880, b eq ueathed $2,000 to the Board of 
Domestic Missions, of the Reformed Church 
in 
America, 
for 
the 
b enefit of 
the 
Church Building Fund. 
He made the Board 
of Domestic Missions his residuary legatee, 
providing that the residue of his estate, after 
pauueut of deb ts and specific legacies,should 
b e used b y the Board of Domestic Missions 
for the support and maintenance of the D o­ 
mestic Missions of the Church. 
On the final 
settlement of the accounts of Mr. Auchruoo- 
dy ’s executors, it appeared that after the 
pay ment of all deb ts and specific legacies, 
which amounted to $10,802, there remained 
in the hands of the executors $9 ,819 , which, 
under the residuary clause in the will, went 
to the Board of Domestic Missions for the 
purpose b efore mentioned. 
During the accounting, J. N. Vaudcrly n, 
of N ev-l'altz, represented the executors, and 
Attorney General Tab or, of Alb any , the 
estate. 
They claim ed that the $2,000 legacy 
b eq ueathed to the Board of Domestic Mis­ 
sions for the Church Buikling Fund, and the 
$9 ,819 b eq ueathed to that Board for the 
maintenance of Domestic Missions, were sub ­ 
ject to a 
reb ate 
of 5 
per cent., which 
should b e paid into the State Treasury under 
the statutes of the State imposing a tax upon 
collateral inheritance. 
A. T. Clearwater, of Kingston, who ap 
peared for the Board of Domestic Missions 
of the Reformed Church, claimed that liotli 
the specific legacy of $2,009 and the residu­ 
ary fund of $9 ,819 were exempt from this 
tax, for the reason that the Board of Domes­ 
tic Missions had no capital, no stock, no 
stockholders and no personal property , and 
that its purposes were entirely religious, and 
was, therefore, exem pt b y law from taxation. 
E la IK) rate b riefs were sub mitted b y counsel 
on b oth sides. 
The Surrogate, after holding 
the case under advisement for some time, 
to-day handed down his decision holding that 
b oth the specific legacy and the residuary fund 
are exempt from the tax.

Committee, 
he 
would 
favor 
a report on the ceiling investigation exou- 
erai ing Speaker Cole aud incidentuliy assist­ 
ing “ oilier interests” 
which 
he [Trenor] 
represented. 
M r M artin told the story very 
glib ly at the investigation, 
if Mr. M artin’s 
story is true—and there arc those who doub t 
it—the more thoroughly this ceiling m atter is 
investigated the more likely it is that ,a very 
remarkab le and very scandalous state of 
affairs will b e unearthed. 
WHO 13 JOHN MARTIN ? 
John Martin is the Assmhly man from the 
N inth District of New-York County . 
He is 
a machinist, an Irishm an b orn 011 English 
soil, and a veteran of the Reb ellion. 
He is 
the b est all-round athlete in the Legislature 
of 
1889 , having lifted 2,800 
pounds iu 
harness, 
and 
b eing 
q uite 
an 
expert 
b oxer. 
He 
weighs 
in 
the neighb orhood 
of 
200 
pounds 
and 
is 
altogether 
a good-looking 
fellow. 
He 
ha3 not a 
very rem arkab le record as a legislator, aud 
every b ody was rather surprised at the an 
nouncement that “ John ” was considered of 
enough im portance in the Appropriations 
Committee or any w here else to b e worth 
$5,000. 
Some day s b efore the date on which 
the alleged offer was made. Martin told A s­ 
semb ly men Blum euthall and Roesch, if re­ 
port is true, that the Committee stood four to 
six in favor of “ whitewashing” the ceiling in­ 
q uiry , and that a vote of one of the six would 
b e of a good deal of value to any b ody who 
was in favor of having the investigation 
“ muzzled.” 
In other q uarters he is said to 
have b ragged that a good deal depended on 
Ids vote, and evidence will b e sub mitted to 
the Committee to prove that, he told “ the 
wicked ” Assemb ly man Gib b s that he m ust 
b e of a « rood deal of importance when his 
vote was worth $5,000. 
All these facts are 
sub mitted w ithout com m ent,further than the 
rem ark that Mr. M artin’s strange tale needs 
patching in one or two im portant places. 
HAS BEEN APPROACHED BEFORE. 
It is evident either that Mr. M artin’s vote 
is considered of a good deal more importance 
than has generally b een appreciated, or that 
his word is not capab le of undergoing a very 
tiery ordeal. 
A b ill is expected daily b y one 
or two who are looking for it, aud who will 
“ jum p on it” the m inute it appears, author­ 
izing the shedding of Piers Nos. 45 and 46, 
East River, for the exclusive use of the New- 
England Term inal Company and the Stand- 
aid Oil Company . 
Just why Mr. Martin has 
such an interest in this b ill is not very clearly 
understood, b ut b e is one that is on the look 
out for it, and he has said several times that 
there has b een an effort to "shut him up” on 
the sub ject, b ut that he wasn’t to b e muzzled 
that way if he knew it. 
It is hardly neces­ 
sary to say that Mr. M artin’s action in regard 
lo this b ill will b e closely watched when 
it comes to the test 
THE SPEER EPISODE 
The examination of "William McMurtrie 
Speer, of the New-Yo rk S u n , 
b efore the Com­ 
mittee was funny , and the hum or of it was in­ 
creased b y an odd lit tie stamm er which Speer 
stumb les over when b egets excited. It is evi­ 
dent that he said either too much or too little 
b efore the Committee, and it is prob ab le that 
lo a great extent lie will improve ids oppor­ 
tunity to rectify his mistake. 
The truth is 
that he knocked Chairm an Ainsworth “ over 
the ropes ” once or twice, and was “ fresh 
ened,” as it were, b y the victory .

This evening the Committee will meet 
again, and Speer has promised that if ae- 
tu dly , as each did virtually on Friday , each 
memb er of that Com m ittee swears the lie di- 
tect “ into Speer’s teeth,” he will divulge the 
name of that m em b er of the Committee who, 
lie alleges, told him that the Committee 
stood live to six on this q uestion. 
WHICH IS “ MISTAKEN ?” 
There is another curious q uestion to b e 
ventilated, and that is ab out the acq uaintance­ 
ship b etween Assemb ly man Enz and 
the 
Architect, A ilhur H enry Rowe, late Instruc­ 
tor of Architecture in Cornell University , 
now of New-York City .

A DECISION IN SURROGATE’S COURT, 


W h h li Is o f I n te re s t to L aw y ers, E x e c u to rs 
o f W ills a n d C h u rch Ilo d iea. 
The Surrogate of Ulster County lias marie 
a decision with regard to the application of 
the statute imposing a lax of 5 per cent, for 
the benetit of the estate upon collateral in' 
heritancc. 
Peter D. Auchmoody, a wealthy 
resident of the to.vn of Esopus, by bis will, 
which was admitted to probate on May 34, 
1886, bequeathed $2,000 to the Board of 
Domestic Missions, of the Reformed Church 
in 
America, 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
Church Building Fund. 
He made the Board 
of Domestic Missions his residuary legatee, 
providing that the residue of his estate, after 
pin menl of debts and specific legacies,should 
be used by the Board of Domestic Missions 
for the support and maintenance of the Do­ 
mestic Missions of the Church. 
On the final 
settlement of the accounts of Mr. Auchmoo- 
dy’s executors, it appeared that after the 
payment of all debts and specific legacies, 
which amounted to $10,802, there remained 
in the hands of the executors $9,810, which, 
under the residuary clause in the will, went 
to the Board of Domestic Missions for the 
purpose before meulioned. 
During the accounting, J. N. Vanderlyn, 
of N cv-l'altz, represented the executors, and 
Attorney General Tabor, of Albany, the 
estate. 
They claimed that the $2,000 legacy 
bequeathed to the Board of Domestic Mis­ 
sions for the Church Building Fund, and the 
$9,819 bequeathed to that 
Board for the 
maintenance of Domestic Missions, were sub­ 
ject to a 
rebate 
of 5 
per cent., which 
should be paid into the State Treasury under 
the statutes of the State imposing a tax upon 
collateral inheritance. 
A. T. Clearwater, of Kingston, who ap 
peared for the Board of Domestic Missions 
of the Reformed Church, claimed that both 
the specific legacy of $2,009 and the resiilu 
ary fund of $9,819 were exempt from this 
tax, for the reason that the Board of Domes­ 
tic Missions had no capital, no stock, no 
stockholders and no personal properly, and 
that its purposes were entirely religious, and 
was, therefore, exempt by law from taxation. 
Elatioratc briefs were submitted by counsel 
on both sides. 
The Surrogate, after holding 
the ense under advisement for some time 
to-day handed down bis decision holding that 
both the specific legacy and the residuary fund 
are exempt from the tax.

ATHEIMNG ICE IN A STORM. 


Making the m ost of the opportunity afforded.— 
Friend. 


Ice was gathered at points along the Hud- 


9011 River to-day iu a driving snow and ruin 
storm. 
BENEFITS FROM IMPROVED MACHINERY. 
At the houses between Rondout and Troy 
where most of the ice cutting bus been done 
up to the present time, there is hoisting ca' 
pacity to store about 200,000 tons of ice per 
day of 10 hours each. 
The many improve­ 
ments that have been made in iee-cuttiug ap­ 
paratus and hoisting machinery have greatly 
facilitated the work of cutting ami storing 
the icc crop this season. 
It is estimated that 
the improved machinery saves about one- 
lialf of the time consumed heretofore. Three 
decades ago it took strong-bodied mcu two 
weeks to do what is accomplished now in 
nearly as many days. 


WAGES 1’AID TO ICE GATHERERS. 
Wages of ice laborers is controlled by the 
iw of supply and demand. 
Houses near 
towns or cities have usually more men than 
can be employed and the present com para­ 
tively dull season lias caused the m arket to 
be pretty well glutted with men lookiug for 
work. 
Houses remote from a full supply of 
loeai laborers and where the men 
have 
to pay from 10 cents to a quarter of a dollar 
for a ride to and from the scene of their 
lalxir 
have 
that 
amouut 
added 
to 
their usual pay. 
At most of the “ rem ote” 
houses, room men or storers are paid 82 per 
day and outside men $1.50 to $1.75 per day. 
Boys receive from $1 to $1.50. 
N ight work- 
recieve double pay. 
There are certain 
kinds of work about ice houses that require 
extra skill and experience and men capable 
of “ extras” receive from $2 to $3 per day. 
TICKETS BEING USED. 
At almost all houses on the Hudson River 
tickets in some form are being used. The com­ 
monest form at present is a ticket from which 
numbers are punched denoting time and rate 
of wages.

Mrs. Burgess then held up two small bot­ 
tles, and said she would speak to the children 
of two things—the water t>£ life, and tb 
water of death. 
“ When Jesus Christ,” con­ 
tinued the speaker, “ came on earth He went 
about doiug good. The sick were cured,people 
who had been bed-ridden for vears were to l" 
to take up their beds and walk, and the blind 
received their sight. 
When the Saviour 
spoke to the woman at the well, of living 
water, which if men drank they would never 
thirst, the woman pondered as she did not 
know that the living water of which Jesus 
spoke was Himself. 
This living water 
well-spring of delight and constantly bubbling 
with joy. 
Many of you have seen a spring 
surrmrnde 1 by pretty grasses, flowers and 
wnter-cresses and have noticed that the water 
is always bubbling and joyous. 
So should 
Christians, and they will be if they have 
partaken of the true water of life.

THE CEILING SCANDAL. 
Assemblyman John Martin is probably the 
most talked-of man in the State Legislature, 
to-day, for if his own story is true, he is a 
very much more im portant man than his 
abilities or bis record give b iu a right to be. 
He is the m m who claims that one J. B. 
Trenor approached him in the cafe of the 
Morton House, New-York City, on Suuduy 
morning, two weeks ago, and implied that 
anywhere from $1,000 to $5,1*00 might ac 
crue 
to 
his 
benefit 
if, 
as 
a 
mcra 
her 
of 
the 
Assembly 
Appropria­ 
tions 
Committee, 
he 
would 
favor 
a report on the ceiling investigation exon 
eratingSpeaker Cole and incidentuliy assist­ 
ing “ other interests” which 
he [Trenor] 
represented. 
Mr Martin told the story very 
glibly at the investigation. 
If Mr. Martin’s 
story is true—and there arc those who doubt 
it—the more thoroughly this ceiling m atter is 
investigated the more likely it is that ,a very 
remarkable and very scandalous slate of 
affairs will be unearthed. 
WHO IS JOnN MARTIN? 
John Martin is the Assmhlyman from the 
N inth District of New-York County. 
He is 
a machinist, an Irishman born on English 
soil, and a veteran of the Rebellion. 
He is 
the best all-round athlete in the Legislature 
of 
1889, having lifted 2,890 
pounds iu 
harness, 
and 
being 
quite 
an 
expert 
boxer. 
He 
weighs 
in the neighborhood 
of 
200 
pounds 
and 
is 
altogether 
a good-looking 
fellow. 
lie has not 
very rem arkable record as a legislator, and 
everybody was rather surprised at the an 
nouncemcnt that “ John ” was considered of 
enough importance iu the Appropriations 
Committee or anywhere else to be worth 
$5,000. 
Some days before the date on which 
the alleged offer was made, Martin told As­ 
semblymen Blumeuthall and Roesch, if re­ 
port is true, that the Committee stood four to 
six in favor of “ whitewashing” the ceiling in­ 
quiry, and that a vote of one of t lie six would 
be of a good deal of value to anybody who 
was in favor of having the investigation 
“ muzzled.” 
in oilier quarters he is said to 
have bragged that a good deal depended on 
his vote, and evidence will be submitted to 
the Committee to prove tlmt. be told “ the 
wicked ” Assemblyman Gibbs that he must 
be of a good deal of importance when bis 
vote was worth $5,000. 
All these facts are 
submitted without com m ent,further than the 
rem ark that Mr. Martin’s strange tale needs 
patching in one or two im portant places. 
HAS BEEN APPROACHED BEFORE. 
It is evident either that Mr. M artin’s vote 
is considered of a good deal more importance 
than lias generally lieen appreciated, or that 
his word is Dot capable of undergoing a very 
fiery ordeal. 
A bill is expected daily by one 
or two who are looking for it, aud who will 
“ jum p on it” the minute it appears, author 
izing the shedding of Piers Nos. 45 and 46 
East River, for the exclusive use of the Ncw- 
England Terminal Company and the Stand- 
aid Oil Company. 
Just why Mr. Martin has 
such an interest in this bill is not very clearly 
understood, but he is one that is ou the look­ 
out for it, and he has said several times that 
there has been an effort to “ shut him up” on 
the subject, but that he wasn’t to be muzzled 
that way if he knew it. 
It is hardly neces­ 
sary to say that Mr. Martin’s action in regard 
to this bill will be closely watched when 
it comes to the test 
THE SPEER EPISODE 
The examination of William McMurtrie 
Speer, of the New-York Sun, before the Com­ 
mittee was funny, and the hum or of it was in­ 
creased by an odd lit lie stammer which Speer 
stumbles over when begets excited. It is evi­ 
dent that he said either tor much or too little 
before the Committee, and it is probable that 
to a great extent he will improve liis oppor­ 
tunity to rectify his mistake. 
The truth is 
that lie knocked Chairman Aiusworth “ over 
the ropes ” once or twice, and was “ fresh­ 
ened,” as it were, by the victory. 
“ Mr. 
Speer,” Mr. Ainsworth said, “ your 
refusal 
to answer these quest ions is not only very un­ 
just to those whom you have charged with a 
serious crime, but it is quite out of har­

This evening the Committee will meet 
again, and Speer has promised that if ac- 
tu illy, as each did virtually on Friday, each 
member of that Committee swears the lie di­ 
rect “ into Speer’s teeth,” lie will divulge the 
name of that member of the Committee who, 
he alleges, told him that the Committee 
stood live to six on this question. 


WHICH IS “ MISTAKEN ?” 
There is another curious question to ho 
ventilated, and that is about the acquaintance­ 
ship between Assemblyman Enz and 
the 
Architect, A ithur Henry Rowe, late Instruc­ 
tor of Architecture in Cornell University, 
now of New-York City. 
Mr. Enz is the 
Tompkins County representative, and is a 
member of the still undissolveil Ceiling Com­ 
mittee. 
He swore positively that lie never 
had known Rowe, although he lives in 
Ithaca, where Cornell is located. 
He told 
of first seeing Rowe at one of the first meet­ 
ings 
of 
t he 
Commission, 
Mr. 
Rowe 
swore positively that Mr. Enz is an old 
acquaintance of his, and that Enz first spoke 
to him about the ceiling job, early in May. 
Mr. Enz is said to be rather anxious that this 
statement of Rowe’s should not be very 
widely circulated; and it is said also that he 
succeeded in having the statement omitted 
from some of the published reports of Satur­ 
day’s investigation.

two statements 
seem somehow to conflict; but it may be dos- 
sible in this day of strange discoveries to find 
that they agree exactly.

the direction of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. 
Hence the Governor knew this 
fact as well when he received the bill as 
when lie .signed it on the 9th of June, 29 
days later. 
He did not sign it till the eon 
stitutional limit was atamt to expire 
The 
committee came together in Albany June

The Stimulate of Ulster County has marie 
a decision with regard to the application of 
the statute imposing a lax of 5 per cent, for 
the benefit of the estate upon collateral in' 
heritance. 
Peter I). Auchmoody, a wealthy 
resident of the to a n of Esopus, by his will, 
which was admitted to probate on May 34. 
188(1, bequeathed $2,000 to the Board of 
Domestic Missions of the Reformed Church 
in 
America, 
for 
the 
tanefit of 
the 
Church Building Fund. 
Ile made the Board 
of Domestic Missions his residuary legatee, 
providing that tile residue of Iris estate, after 
payment of debts and speeitic legacies,should 
be used by the Board of Domestic Missions 
for the support and maintenance of the Do­ 
mestic Missions of the Church. 
On tile tlnal 
settlement of the accounts of Mr. A udi moo- 
dy’s executors, it appeared that after the 
payment of nil debts and specific legacies, 
which amounted to $10,802, there remained 
in the hands of the executors $9,810, which, 
under the residuary clause in the will, went 
to Hie Hoard bf Don.e-tie Missions for Hie 
purpose before mentioned. 
During the accounting, J. N. Vanderlyn. 
of N ev-Fultz, represented the executors, and 
Attorney General Tailor, of Albany, the 
astute. 
I hey claimed that the $2,000 legacy 
bequeathal to the ILaird of Domestic Mis­ 
sions for the Church Building Fund, and the 
$9,810 bequeathed Ur that Hoard for the 
maintenance of Domestic Mission*, were sub­ 
ject to a rebate of 5 per cent., which 
should In1 paid into the Stale Treasury under 
the statutes of the State imposing a tax u|>on 
collateral inheritance. 
A. T. I learwatcr, of Kingston, who ap 
poured for tho Hoard of Domestic Missions 
of tho Reformed Church, claimed that tatli 
the specific legacy of $2,000 and the residu­ 
ary fund of $0,819 were ex nipt from this 
tax, for the reason that the Hoard of Domes­ 
tic Missions had no capital, no stock, no 
stockholders and no personal property, and 
that its purposes were entirely religious, and 
was, therefore, exempt by law from taxation.

extra skill nnd experience and men capable 
of “ citrus” receive ftom $2 to $3 per tiny.

The com 
mouest form at present is a ticket from which 
numbers are punched denoting time und rate 
of wages. The companies discourage the 
use of these us money, aud in rno-t instances 
cash them daily cir weekly.

WHO la JOHN MARTIN ? 
John Martin is Hie Assmhlyman from the 
Ninth District of Ncw-York County. 
He is 
a machinist, an Irishman horn on English 
soil, and a veteran of the Rebellion. 
He is 
the best all-round athlete in the Legislature

1889, having lifted 2,899

Some days before the date on which 
Hic al! “god offer was made. Martin told As 
scmhlvmcn Blumcuthall and Koescli. if re 
port is true, that the Committee stood four to 
six in favor of "whitewashing” the ceiling in­ 
quiry, and Hint a vole of one of the six would 
Im* of a good (leal of value to anybody who 
was iu furor of having the investigation
